Meat  Inspection. 

A cotai  of  3761  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  four  licenced 
slaughterhouses.  All  carcases  are  inspected  and  stamned  if 
fit  for  human,  consum.ption.  The  general  quality  is  high  and 
only  4 cv/tso  of  meat  had  to  be  condemned. 

Aporoximately  400  visits  were  involved  to  maintain  100% 
inspection  - sometim.es  outside  nomal  work.ing  hours. 

The  slaughter  houses  are  located  at  Dunniogton  (2),  Escrick  & 
Cliff e and  there  is  one  Knackers  Yard  at  Scoreby,  Dunnington 
licenced  to  slaughter  animals  not  intended  for  human  'consixmption.
